Gosford’s term of office in Canada, covering the period of the Canadian Rebellion, 
is ‘‘a dark passage in Canadian history” (DNB). His appointment, based on the Whig 
assumption that there was a very close analogy between Irish and Colonial con- 
ditions, was received with mixed feelings; his attempts at conciliation of the 
Canadian people unsuccessful.
